The invention relates to a 4-[5-(4-Flurophenyl)-3-(trifluromethyl)-lH-pyrazol-l- 
yljbenzenesulfonamide. The closest prior art of record is Graneto, US Patent No. 5,52 1,207. 
Graneto teach 4-[5-(3-fluro-4-methoxyphenyl)-3(difluromethyl)-lH-pyrazol-l- 
yl]benzenesulfoamide compound. The compound claimed in this application differ from the prior 
art in that there is no methoxy group attached to the phenyl ring with fluro substituent. The prior 
art neither teach nor suggest the compounds as described in this application.
